1977 U.S. ASSAY COMMISSION MEDAL 


Destined to become an extremely rare issue in the long continuing series of 
U.S. Assay Commission Medals, the /77 edition features a portrait of Martha 
Washington, by Mint employee Phillip Fowler. The portrait, an Edward 
Grove rendering, was first used on the 1964 experimental coins produced to 
test new coinage metals. The reverse of the three inch oval pewter medal was 
by Matthew Peloso of the Mint staff after a Frank Gasparro rendition of the 
first U. S. Mint. 


Of the fifty specimens struck, thirty were presented to ex-officio members of 
the Assay Commission and top-ranking officials in the Treasury Department 
and Mint Bureau as well as the public coin cabinets of the Mint and the 
Smithsonian Institution; the remaining balance were melted.

Each girl who 
participated was allowed to select 5 coins and one paper bill to keep 
for themselves. There were approximately 150 Scouts ranging In age 
from 6-13 who attended the activity. The interest exhibited by the girls 
was astounding, and David and Nancee were met with countless 
questions regarding the various coins. It turned out to be a wonderful 
learning experience for both David and Nancee and the girls, and 
David extends much thanks to all who generously donated items 
toward this worthwhile program. 


A NICE SURPRISE 


...awaited your editor upon return from CSNA Convention in Modesto. In 
the mail was an invitation to attend a public-striking ceremony on Thursday 
March 23", in Philadelphia, commemorating the 164" anniversary of the first 
Steam Powered press that was used by the United States Mint. This press 
has been on display at the Franklin Institute Science Museum in Philadelphia 
since 1927, and will be moved to the American Numismatic Association’s 
headquarters in Colorado Springs, following the August ANA World’s Fair 
of Money. 


The press struck coins for the Mint from 1836 to 1874, and also struck 
medals and tokens at world’s fairs and expositions for another 30 years. In 
1875 George Soley, a Philadelphia die sinker, bought the machine to strike 
commemorative medals and tokens at various events, ie, Brooklyn Bridge 
opening in 1883, World’s Columbian Exposition in Chicago in 1893, St Louis 
World’s Fair in 1904, to name a few. Soley’s widow gave the press to the 
Franklin Institute Science Museum after his death. It was electrified and 
operated for many years to strike medals for visitors. Now, on behalf of the 
ANA, Joe Rust of Gallery Mint Museum, has refurbished and refitted the 
press. New hand-engraved dies have been made for the March 23" striking 
to commemorate the anniversary of the initial striking. The ANA will 
produce no more than 20 medals in 22kt gold, 200 in .999 fine silver on a pre 
order basis (for $595 and $50 each, respectively) No more than 2,000 
medals in .995 fine copper will be struck and sold for $18 each. Those 
attending can activate the striking of their own piece. Shown below are the 
obverse and reverse of the .27mm medals to be struck. Ron Landis, of 
Gallery Mint, who has hand-engraved the dies, states he is’ adapting Christian 
Gobrecht’s (19" century Mint Chief Engraver) designs for the original medal 
struck on the press. The ‘Liberty Cap’ will be unchanged on the obverse, and 
only the wording will be changed on the reverse. .

PHILADELPHIA ‘PUBLIC LEDGER’ TUESDAY MAY 26, 1857 


Yesterday being the day set apart for the issuing of the new cent, struck at the 
Mint in this city, a crowd assembled within the enclosure of Uncle Sam’s 
building before the hour appointed. To accommodate the great rush of money 
changers, the Director of the Mint, had a wooden building constructed in the 
yard, with two open windows, one of which was for changing cents for cents, 
and the other, cents for silver. The new cents were placed, to the amount of 
$5, in canvass bags, and thus handed out to each person, as he presented a 
similar amount to the Clerk inside of the wooden structure. 


The crowd was so great, that a line had to be formed, and each one take his 
place and wait till his tum came. On Chestnut street, about midday, any 
number of persons could be seen lugging their little canvass bags to their 
places of business, for the purpose of being able to accommodate their 
customers with the new issue. 


The day was not only a busy one with the Mint, but was a day of profit to 
omnibus proprietors, the lucky possessors of the new coin often getting so 
much that they were unable to carry it. The Express Companies in this city 
have had orders for some time back, from New York, Boston , and many 
other places, for the new coin, but they were unable to get anything like the 
amount their customers desired. A few days will render the new issue 
common, and all will be able then to get as many as they want. 


COMMUNION TOKENS

Mother’s Day will be celebrated on Sunday, May 14. In many 
churches all over America, proud Moms will beam as their children 
receive their First Communion. But did you know that some 
churchgoers once needed a license to receive communion? 


The license we’re talking about was known as a communion token. 
While the practice is obsolete today, many collectors still seek out 
these old-time badges of religious faith. 


The communion ceremony in the modern Christian church 
commemorates Christ's Last Supper. It’s a time when parishioners 
reaffirm their faith by ceremonially consuming bread and wine, just as 
the Apostles did at the Last Supper. 


This rite was guarded closely by members of the early church. The 
Protestant branch of the faith began using communion tokens to 
guard against outsiders, and to symbolize membership and faith. In 
many churches, it was common practice to give a metal token to each 
parishioner who attended a preparatory service and who was deemed 
worthy to later receive communion. At the actual communion 
ceremony, the parishioner would return the token in exchange for the 
sacrament. 


For hundreds of years, communion tokens were used in churches 
throughout England, Ireland, Scotland and America. The early tokens 
were crude, hand-made affairs, bearing only the initials of the church 
or pastor. Later tokens were more elaborate, often bearing a likeness 
of Jesus’ drinking cup. Most were made of lead or pewter - but brass, 
ivory, porcelain, and even silver were also used. 


By 1900, most churches had stopped using the tokens - and today, 
communion tokens are more likely to be found in museums than 
churches. While European communion tokens are relatively common, 
most American tokens are rare, and worth hundreds of dollars to 
collectors.

THE 50 STATE 
COMMEMORATIVE QUARTER SERIES 
1999-2008 


A unique event in the history of America’s coinage occurred in 1999 with the start of 
the 50 State Quarter Program — a circulating coin program featuring Washington 
quarters with 50 different reverse designs, each one commemorating one of the states. 

Released to the public at the rate of one new quarter design every 10 weeks (five 
new quarters per year for ten years), the coins are issued in the same order the states 
joined the Union or, in the case of the thirteen original colonies, in the order they 
ratified the Constitution. 

- In order to provide as much room as possible on the reverse for the states’ designs, 
the legends UNITED STATES OF AMERICA and QUARTER DOLLAR have been moved to the 
obverse. To fit them there, Washington’s portrait has been slightly reduced in size, and 
the date moved to the reverse. | 

The reverse designs, proposed by each state and approved by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, are produced by U.S. Mint staff engravers. Quarters for general circulation 
are struck at both the Philadelphia and Denver Mints, while clad Proof and silver 
Proof versions are struck at the San Francisco Mint.

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THE FALL AND RECAPTURE OF THE 
‘~NEW ORLEANS MINT 


By Henry Hettger 


Most of us have heard of the Battle of New Orleans during the War of 
1812. But another important event took place in New Orleans nearly 
50 years later during the early days of the Civil War. 


The New Orleans branch of the U. S. Mint had barely begun 
producing that year’s gold silver coins when Louisiana seceded from 
the Union in January of 1861. The situation at the Mint was tense 
until a few days later, when a group of state officials took possession 
of the mint for Louisiana and the Confederacy. 


The war actually began with the election of Abraham Lincoln, more 
than five months earlier. The Southern states had threatened to 
secede if the voters elected Lincoln = whose Presidential platform 
called not for the end of slavery, but only for the end of its expansion. 
Though Lincoln would not be sworn in as President until March, 
Southern states began seceding even before he took the oath of office. 


}

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Louisiana’s takeover of the New Orleans Mint was just one more 
incident leading to the outbreak of war between the States. In fact, 
the loss of the mint was just as critical to the Union as the South’s 
firing on Fort Sumter.

The Confederacy produced few coins at the captured mint. We know 
of only four Confederate half dollars made at New Orleans. The 
South closed the mint almost as soon as it seized it. The Confederacy 
didn’t need coins nearly as badly as it needed the mint’s $200,000 in 
bullion to finance the war. The South also needed the mint’s 
machinery and nitric acid to make guns and explosives. 


Admiral David Farragut was given the job of establishing a naval 
blockade of the South and recapturing New Orleans. Just a year after 
the outbreak of the Civil War, Farragut re-entered New Orleans. But 


the mint was so heavily damaged, and left without any machinery, 
that it was another 17 years before it reopened.

MEETING NOTES...

Members were reminded that any designs submitted for the 2001 Coinarama 
medal would earn the club one participation point when they are tallied after 
next years Coinarama.

Larry Baber gave a presentation on his collection of Philadelphia’s former 
Spring Garden Institute medals. He had on display the exhibit he took to 
ANA convention in Philadelphia as well as his research material. His 
interest in this area developed from his broader interest in the works of the 
Barber family. Both Charles Barber and William Barber were Chief 
Engravers of the U. S. Mint. The institute was founded in 1851 as a “young 
men’s gathering place” and developed into allied schools of art, mechanics, 
and electronics. After moving to a suburban location as a small college, the 
Institute survived until 1994. It had obviously become coed by mid-1880’s 
since the first medal issued for student achievement went to a woman. His 
collection includes the actual first medal. Medals awarded to students were 
struck in gold, silver and bronze, and apparently the silver was the rarest. 
Larry’s extensive research has uncovered references to a series of Institute 
medals that are totally unknown to others in the medal field, so his research is 
ongoing.

THE U. S. MINT 
by David Vagi 


Foreign coins were just about the only kind found in Colonial America. But 
once we became a free and independent country, one of our nation’s first 
tasks was to make its own coins. 


Currency can be a nation’s best ambassador. Having outgrown coins helped 
prove to the world that America’s struggle for independence was not in vain. 


So, is it any wonder that one of the first laws passed by the new Congress 
established the U.S. Mint? It was on this day in 1792 that the bill was signed 
into law by President Washington. And is it any wonder that the very first 
building constructed by the new government was the U.S. Mint building in 
Philadelphia? 


For the nation’s first 50 years, all U.S. coins were made at the Philadelphia 
Mint. Then a gold rush in Georgia and North Carolina led to the opening of 
three branch mints - in Charlotte, North Carolina, Dahlonega, Georgia; and 
New Orleans. At the outbreak of the Civil War, these three southern mints 
were Closed. Because of a severe shortage of gold and silver, the South was 
able to strike only a few coins. 


Out West, things also changed when gold was discovered in California, and 
silver in Nevada and Colorado. The first Western mint opened in San 
Francisco in 1854, and a short-lived mint was established in Carson City, 
Nevada, in 1870. In 1862 the federal government bought the building and 
equipment for a mint in Denver - but it wasn’t until 44 years later that the 
Denver Mint struck its first coin. 


The legacy that began in Philadelphia now includes major mints in Denver 
and San Francisco, as well as a smaller mint at West Point. It’s easy to trace 
the expansion of the American people by following the trail of new mints. 
The journey might be slow at times - but the mints eventually opened where 
they were needed the most.
